yet there is po doubt that a great part of their 
eourwhment enters by their rvots; not, however, 
by the whole root indiscriminately : the pourish- 
ment of plants is taken up chiefly by the minute 
fbrous parts termed spongwies. Hence, these 
emoute Gbrous parts are of the utmost mnpor- 
tance to the vegetable economy, aad ought io be 
carefully preserved 10 transplantation, oitberwine 
‘he plaot will certainly perish. lo some iasiao- 
ces, roots appear to be intended to act as reser- 
vuirs of pourishment for te support of the plants 
of (he succeeding year, oa their frst develope- 
neat. There are such roots in the Orch aod 
Dahta tribes, and io others. Of late .t seems 
to beve been satisfactorily estabushed, that the 
roots of ali plants, besides imbihing nourtsiment, 
perform also an excretory office ; aad that in the 
«al 10 which plants grow, (here are deposited by 
he roots, certam matiers of aD excrementilious 
aature, injurious to the plants frum which they 
have been separated ; and which therefore, can- 
aot be absorbed again, til they have uodergooe 
Jecomposi lion. Sech excreted matters have 
been adduced as the reasuu, why a sui! becomes 
« much deterorated by any ove species of plant 
having long grown 10 it, that if will Got support 
uther vodiwiduals of the same species whence 
be cecessity of a rotation of crups. 

The procipal sagredient im the sap of plants 
as already observed, is water. The quantity of 
sap in some plants, 1s almost woredibie , and pot 
sess +0, is the force with which, on the approach 
of warm weather in our climates, and at the 
commencement of the rawy seasoo within the 
trepics, thal sap determined upwards. The 
general Composition of the sap varies coasidera- 
bly 10 different parts of the same plant. For w- 
stance, sap taken from the roots = little more 
than water; while the quactity of saccharwe 
and otber matters contained in (he sap, increa- 
ses 10 ts eas a! the stem to the higher 
parts of the i. When the sap begins to rise, 
tbe leaves af the same tune begin to be develop- 
ed. From the leaves principally the watery 
portious of the sap are evaporated aod (he eva- 
poration is Coptous aed unceasing. The more 
solid matters thus remain dissolved in a less pro 
porte of water, aod alter undergowg further 
supposed, in the leaves chiefly, 
these matters are returved, along with the re- 
maiming water, to be deposited 10 other parts of 
the plaot, for ite future uses. it seems now to be 
generally admitted, that one part of the foud of 
plaote ss ihe matter extracted from the soil ; and 
that this matter is taken up with the watery por- 
on of the sap above-meatiwoed.
